Mr. IJoaveii moved, seconded hy Mr. 
i\[cLeose,the following resolution: Where- 
as Mr. J. H. Turner, a member of 
the legislative assembly, now a mem- 
ber of tho e.xeeutivo council and 
minister of finunco and agriculture, at- 
tached his signature to the following 
document, which was circulated exten- 
sively in tho ITnitetl States of America 
and Canada : [Here follows resolutions 
already printed]. 

And whereas, many hundreds of the 
industrial native population of the pro- 
vinco have left "the homes of tlieir 
fathers" through tho instruinontidity of the 
above letter signed by Mr. Turnorund have 
settled in the adjoining territory of Altis- 
ka, iind deprived the p^'ovinco of the re- 
sults of thoir industry; und whereas tiie 
conduct of Mr. Turner in becoming ti 
member of n govornniont which luis al- 
lowed such "grievous wrungs" to be in- 
flicted on a portion of our ijoiiukition and 
caused tlioiii " to submit to the vitdeiit 
seizure of their land " is iiighly incousist- 
011 1 with what is right. I 

This house is of the opinion that the fic- 
tion of Mr. Turner in this matter was j 
highly prejudicial to provinciid interests, \ 
and that he shopld bo removed from Ids 
position lis an adviser of his His Honor 
the Lieutenant-Governor. 

The lion, mover said in bringing the 
matter before tho house, he was muroly 
fultilling a' duty devolving upon him as n 
member of the legislature. It was true 
that some individuals thought the duties 
of a member of the legislature were a 
liglit and pleasant task. Ho considered 
that it was an honor to bo a represent.a 
tivo of the people. Tho legislature was 
composed ot twenty-seven members, 
and it was a still greater honor to be their 
choice as a member uf the executive. 
He thought that such a member should 
endeavor to keep himself above reproach. 
They had been endeavoring for niany 
years to build up the Uoniinion of 
Canada, tind it was his desire someday to 
.see it an individual nationulity. At the 
present it was one of the cliiefest depen- 
dencies of (ireat Britain, and it was their 
duty, while admiring their friends^'^&^s 
the line, to bo loyal to tho Queen and' the 
Dominion. Referring to tho letter', ho 
said it woidd be seen that it was addressed 
to tlie "lovers of civil and religions 
liberty." In the first place he refers to 
Mr. Duncan's mission and second to the 
wrongs of tho Iiidi'ins. If thoir lands 
were violently seized it was done by the 
legislature of which he is a member. He 
was i|uite willing to admit that tho I'nited 
.States was the land of the free, l)ut he 
also considered that Canadix was just as 
free. The question was this: Was it right 
for a member of this legislature to aid in 
depopulating the province, and referring 
these Indians to Washington as tho only 
(|uartor in ■»vhich they could obtain relief ? 
Was it consistent for Mr. Turner to join 
a govorniiieiit which he considored as 
having violently seized the lands of the 
Indians, and had (illowed grievous wrongs 
to be coiiiniitted / Ho did not think it 
wfis. Tho government had during tho 
Metlakahlla disturbances sent a com- 
mission to enquire into thoir grievancos, 
and tho head of that coinmisstcjii was the 
present premier of the province, and yet 
Mr. Turner had allied himself with the 
govornment which he considered bad 
committed t\ grievous wrong in violent- 
ly seizing the lands of these Indians. 
Was there not iiieonaisteiicy in this ? 
Tho report of tlio commission was referred 
to in order to show the results of their 
labors. One .of their rocommendatioiis 
was to survey, by force if necessary, the 
two acres at Mission point in tlie interests 
f tho province. This being carried out, 
it was characterized by Mr. Turner us tho 
violent seiisure of lands. It had resulted 
in tho emigration of about ono thousand 
men, women and children to the territory 
of Alaska, and Mr. Turner had recom- 
tnonded them to look to Washington for 
aid. Ho considered Mr. Turner's uctiim 
was a libel ujion tho province and Canada. 
There were other wuj's to be travelled in 
order to secure redress from grievous 
wiongH, and it was culpable for Mr. Tur- 
ner to have rccouimonded such a course 
as that pursued. He would like to ask 
tho hon. gentleman to his right (Mr. 
Bole) who ho bolioved was a monibcr of 
tho militia, and ho would idso ask tho 
gallant member from Kootonay what they 
would do with such insubordination in 
thoir ranks. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys— Taken out and 
shot. (I> lighter.) 

Hon. Mr. Daviu — Oruciiied. 
Hon. Mr. Boaven—Hoii. gonllemen 
liugli, but it is a serious matter, Tho 
hon. niuniber from Coiiiox was iiearlj' 
right, at any rate ho would bo court- 
martialled and dismissed from tiio service, 
and this was what should ho done with 
the Hon. J. H. Tumor— he should bo 
dismissed from the service of tho provinoo 
as a member of the legislative council. 
That's what should be done with him. 
The province was seeking to bring set- 
tlers to its shores, and there was a sohomo 
now on foot to introduce tho crofters on 



to vacant lands. Yet Mr. Turner was in- 
struiiieut.al in drivuig out a large number 
of the native population, whom he termed 
u thrifty lot. There was another phase 
he liad not yet touched upon, and that 
was tho fact that tho signatme of Turner, 
Beoton it Co. , to tlie document. Mr. 
Bootun was the agent of the province in 
England, and wii.it would they think if 
he would tell the iieopk- of England that 
a [jortion of the poinilation were driven 
out of the province because they could 
not get redress there. He understood 
that there was iinother thing this agont- 
geuoral 'did in England. 'I'he C. P. R. 
had been built at "great expense, and it 
was a source of national pride. It had 
idwajs been emitended that witliout this 
we would remain isolated from the world. 
If he was credibly informed, the agent- 
general sent every possible paasonL'cr by 
tjiu American system. Was it right that 
such should bo tho case 'I Turner, Beeton 
& Co., Wharf street, had a perfect right 
to conduct biisiiH'Ss as they pleased, but 
it was certainly wrong for Mr. Beeton as 
Hgeiil-gencral to uso his inllueiice in favor 
of an .•Uimricau eorpin-atiun. In making 
these remarks he did not wish to bo un- 
deratoiKl as saying anything disparaging 
of our neighbors to the south. Ho rccog- 
nizctl the great generosity and energy of 
tlioir friends to the south. However, 
he thonght that tho only course to be 
pursued in tho present instance was to 
dismiss Mr. 'I'urner from the service of 
the provhiee. The hon. geiiilenian had 
been disloyid to his iiiieen, and had com- 
mitted an incondoiijihle olTonco against 
tho province. 

Hon. Mr. Turner trusted that he would 
receive consideration from the house, as 
the present was u new position for him to 
iiecupy. Tho vi)luniiniuis resolution which 
had Ipoeii designated by one of tho papers 
iis » charge of treason had evidently boon 
elaborated fnuii the articles which had 
appeared for months ]jast in the Victoria 
Timis, and was probably concocted in tho 
ullice of that jiapor.

The OUIclHl .Mcssnge. 

Sr. Pktbksbuko, Feb. 23. — An official 
messenger to-day publishes the following: 
"The Berlin treaty forms tho basis of the 
order of things established in the Balkan 
states, in puisuanco of the powers under- 
standing and cciitributing only an inter- 
national gnar.intce against convulsions 
which would bo dangerous to tlio future 
of tho young Balkan states. From this 
point iif view Russia has regarded tho 
tjvents which have occurred in Bulgaria 
since Alexander took his departure and 
Fcixlinaiid cjvmeto tho thrjno. A forcible 
assuiiiption of princely power and an iii- 
friiigeniont of tho Borliii treaty, whore- 
fore Russia refused to recognize tho legal- 
ity of Prince Ferdinand's rule, Russia 
has tried to induce tho cabinets of other 
countries to take the simie view in 
accordance with a unanimous desire 
to terminate tho existing alarm in 
state afl'uirs. Russia considored that it 
was her duty to "Vy- to obtain from the 
powers an aflirmatjon" of inviolability of 
the treaty as a necessity for tho restora- 
tion of the legal status of Bulgaria. Tho 
natural- consequences of such a declaration 
must be representations made at Oonstan- 
tinoplo to induce the Sultan to convince 
Bulgarians that Prince Ferdinand rules 
illegally and is merely a robber of the 
power. Bulgaria owes her oxistenoo to 
tho sacrifices and efforts made by Russia, 
which country idoiio continues to sympa- 
thize with and grieve at her trials. The 
position which Russia maintains towards 
13ulgaria is ono equally aloof from preju- 
dice on the ono hand and partiality on 
tho otlier. It is compatible with her 
dignity to interfere in the in- 
ternal disputes of Bulgaria and as 
yet entertains no idea or making 
any one responsible for events of the past. 
Russia will even consider an avowal on 
tho i>art of Bulgaria of past aberrations 
us a pledge of a change for the better. 
She is solely desirous for tho wollfare of 
Bulgarians, and will, upon the usurper's 
removal, await the first sincere declara- 
tions from ropresentativeB of Bulgarians 
in order to consign tho past to oblivion 
and provide for the re-establishment of 
friendly relations upon a basis of mutual 
confidence. In this proposition Russia 
has no intention of prejudicing the 
liberty of Bulgarians which the treaty 
securoB. Bulgaria cannot forgot that 
she owes hor freedom more ospocially 
to Russia than to any other power, 
and it is not in the suppression, but 
in defence of the rights of Bulga- 
rians! that) Russia's mission lies. Many 
Bulftarians wiH be taught by experience 
to see the necessity of renouncing per- 



sonal liralries and schomings, and unite 
in thoir efforts to bring Bulgaria into ways 
legalitj' and prosperity, and in such 
conformity to law that a foreign interven- 
tion will bo powerless and superfluous. 
Then tho installation of a nowprinco may 
be accomplished without obstacle in ac- 
cordance with the terms of the treaty. 
Tho above oqiiiaiderations have guided tho 
policy of Russia from tho beginning of tho 
Bulgarian crisis and have induced her 
from the outset to reject the idea of 
eventually restoring a legal auxtu? of tho 
principality by force. At the same timo, 
as a matter of course, until the removai 
of the usurper from tho throne, Russia 
must continue to regard tho situation il- 
legal, retaining tho conviction that in its 
removal lies tho most efficacious moans of 
insuring thegeneral tranquillity of Europe.

DOMINION PARLIAMENT. 

The House Opened Yesterday— The Spesoh 
From the Throne— Dr. Hontagne and Mr. 
Senator Holland to Ha ve the 
Address lu Reply. 

OiTAWA, Feb. 23.— The second session 
of the sixth parliament of the Dominion 
of Canada was opened this afternoon by 
His Excellency the Uoveriior-Ueneral with 
the usual formalities. Lord Lansdowne 
having taken his seat on the throne in the 
senate chamber delirered the following 

KI'EIIOH 1--110.M riiE tiikonk: 
Mon.Getitlemen of the Senate; Gentlemen of 
the Home of Commons: || 
It affords me much gratification to meet 
you onoo more at the commencement of 
tho parliamentary session, and to congrat- . 
ulato you on the general prosperity of tho 
country. 

Although tho labors of the husbandman 
have not been rewarded in some portions 
of the Dominion by an adequate return, 
the harvest of tho past year has, on the 
whole, been plenteous, while in Manitoba 
and the northwestern territories it was 
one of remarkable abundance. 

The negotiations between Her Majes- 
ty's govornniont and that of tho United 
States for thoadjustmontof what is known 
as "the fishing question," iiave, I am 
pleased to inform you, resulted in a treaty 
which will, I venture to hope, be consid'- 
ered by you as honorable and satisfactory 
to both nations. The treaty, with the 
papers and correspondence relating there- 
to, will bo laid before you, and yuu will 
be invited to adopt a measure to give ef- 
fect to its provisions. 

The extension and development of our 
system of railways have not only rendered 
nocessary additional safeguards for life 
and property, but have given greater fre- 
quency to questions in which the interests 
of rival companies are found to be in con- 
flict and to require authoritative adjust- 
ment. As further legislation appears to 
be needed for these purposes, a measure 
will be submitted to you for the consid- 
eration and improvement of the railway 
act. 

Experience having shown that amend- 
ments are required to make the provisions 
of the act respecting elections of the mem- 
bers of the House of Coimnoas mure ef- 
fective and raoro convenient in their 
operations, you will be asked to consider 
a measure for the amendment of that 
statute. 

The aot respecting controverted elec- 
tions may likewise require attention with 
a view to tho removal of certain questions 
of hiterpretation which have arisen and 
which should be set at rest. 

My goTernnient has availed itself of 
the opportunity ati'orded by the recess to 
consider the numerous suggestions which 
have been made for improving the details 
of the act respecting the election fran- 
chise, and a measure will be submitted 
to you for the purpose of simplifying the 
law and greatly lessening the cost of its 
operation. 

Legislation for the northwest territor- 
ies renders expedient an improvement in 
the system of government and legislation 
affecting those portions of the Dominion 
and a bill for thot purpose will be laid 
before yuu. 

A bill will be submitted to you to make 
a large proportion of the modern laws of 
England applicable to tho province of 
Manitoba and to the northwest territories 
and in regard to matters which are v/ithni 
the control of the parliament of Canada, 
but which have not as yet been the sub- 
ject of Canadian legislation. 

Bills will be presented to you relating 
to the judiciary, to the civil service act 
and to the audit of the public accounts. 
Gentlemen of ihe House of Commoyis : 

The accounts of the past year will be 
laid before you, as well as the estiniatas 
for tho ens jing year. They have boon 
presented with a due regard to economy 
and the requirements of the public ser- 
vice. 

Hon, Oentlemen of thu House of Comnmis; 

I commend these important subjects 
and all matters affecting the public inter- 
est, which may bo brought before you, to 
your best consideration, and I feel assured^ 
that you will address yourselves to them 
with earnestness and assiduity. 

The address in reply to tho speech from 
the throne will bo moved in the commons 
by Dr. Montjigue and seconded by Mr. 
.Joncas. It had been intended that Mr. 
Seymour would move it, but ho, whilo 
asserting ho would give tho government 
his hearty support, yet for personal 
reasons pro.fiirrod some ono else would 
move it. 

Senator Rolland, of Montreal, will 
move, and Senator Sanford, of^Hamilton, 
will second, the address in the soimte in 
reply to the speech.

Three ublo men who 
have the best interost.s of Canada at heart, 
the Hon. .Joseph Chamberlain, Sir Lionel 
Sackvillo-Weat and Sir Charles Tupper, 
hare just consummated a treaty with our 
neighbor to the south of ua with reference 
to one of the moafc diffictilt questions that 
has yet occurred to interrupt the friendly 
relations which have always prevailed be- 
tween the two countries. Ere the provisions 
of that treaty were known, before the ink 
was dry upon the signatures, the Grit 
prass of Canada following its usual course 
belittled it and claimed it was a givinj; in 
to the United States, simply because it 
Wius wrought cut under the sanction 
of the Liberal-Conservative Govern 
ment. Let us look at the rc- 
■ulta accomplished by the Wash- 
ington Commiaaion. This treaty, 
which is mainly devoted to defin- 
ing the disputed points arising out of 
the convention of 1818 confirms Canada's 
right to exclusive jurisdiction inside the 
three milo limit and in all close bays and 
inlets, to the exclusive control of her bait 
supplies which the Americsn,s relinquish 
the right te catch »v buy, and to the ex- 
clusive control cf transhippins; facilities 
under the treaty. What do the Ameri- 
cans get in return 1 Nothing but a joint 
commission to decide what bays and inlets 
may be called close, the right to enter 
Canadian harbors for shelter, repairs, 
wood or water without conforming to the 
harassing customs' regulations, and also a 
right to ordinary trading privileges. These 
are all, and they would have had them 
l«ng ago and withuut the trouble of a 
treaty had they shown a disposition to 
admit Canada's indisputable right as to 
shore fishing and bait and to conform to 
her commercial regulations. The question 
at issue was one of great difficulty giving 
rise to much irritation and a solution 
could only be arrived at by representa 
tivoB of both sides approaching the subject 
in a conciliatory spirit. "~*We believe this 
has been done, and the particulars now 
made known will, wo think, bear out the 
contention that the treaty would bo found 
to be framed in a spirit to make it accept 
able to the people of both eeuntries. 
Grumblers, and wo find, as we have 
known from experience, that there 
are a few in this city, will no 
doubt find fault with the details, but 
honorable men on both sides rejoice that 
a .question giving rise to so much inter- 
national feeling bids fair to be removed 
from the arena of controversy and that that 
neighborly feeling and good will which 
ought to prevail between people having 
such intimate intercourse will again hold 
away. The provisions in the iinducol of 
February 10th allowing for touching and 
trading will prove satisfactory to the 
people of the maritime provinces who do 
a large business in furnishing supplies 
and are really the principal persons inter- 
estedinthematter,thomore especially when 
the American vessels are compelled to pay 
an annual license at a fee of $1. 60 per ton. 
But the position Canada proposes taking 
is clearly outlined in its consenting to take 
off this tax if, during the continuance of 
|, this temporary arrangement, the United 
States consents to remove the duty on 
fishandthoiroila. \Vol»uliove,now thatour 
own fishornien need have no foar of com 
petition with American fishermen, thoy 
will be well satisfied more •specially xinoo 
the American markets are gradunlly being 
opened to them for the sale of their 
catoh. We cannot see in the terms of 
the treaty any ground for disquietude. 
. We believe that while each side has mu- 
tually had to make concessions in order 
to make a compromiso possible, otherwise 
an arrangement would be impossible' 
Canada lias reason to be, on the whole, 
satisfied with the general conditions. In 
a few days the treaty will be debated in 
Parliament. The Opposition will liavo an

A WICKED ELEPHANT. 



PLEASURES OF RAILWAY TRAVEL 
WITH A VICIOUS BRUTE. 



I,ock«(I lu u Cloae Car ut Klubt Witli an 
Elephant lu Oiio Corner and a Drunken 
Keeper In Another — Uvely Tlmeg — Put 
Kot Yonr Tmat In Elephant!. 

"During the time I was with Fore- 
pangh's ctrcus," Bays Jamiea Twitchell, 
BulTiilo Bill's Into manager of the London 
"Wild West Sliow," "I tookpivrt in some 
exliibiUoiis that were not down on the 
bills. One in partlcnlnr I shall not bo 
likely to forget. The show cii.sbiiniled at 
Chicago; liainljoo, the trick elephant, was 
leased to the Kiralfy brothers, who were 
about to open their season in Boston. 
Bamboo had established a name for him- 
self a.s a .savage, Ireaf.hcrous brute, who 
had klUoil and maimed nt least a dozen 
men. He liad a keeper who was in 
tho habit of liecoining and remaining 
drunk. I hadn't much idea of the 
dangerous character of the journey until 
we were perhaps a hundred miles out o( 
Chicago. The bottom of the car was 
thickly littered willi hay, in which Ham- 
boo, the keeper ami myself were to sleep 
togetlier. Tlio lcc'('i)er's liottlf! was one of 
my eariie.Hl discoveries and discouragc- 
mi'Mt.s. Till? Movelry of the sitnatioii kept 
me awake pretly much uU tho llrst night 
out, and it, was willi some dismay that I 
discovered that the Itei-per was hopoles'-' 
drunlv, snoring in the hay. That ' ^y^xxM 
^^ot_ have ntinded had 'i-.-nboo only kept 
? tiuiet. iiut he didn't and wonUln't, and 
that first night, before I had beconie in 
the least accustomed to the Situation, was 
simply a night of horrors. In tho still 
hour.s of that night, with tho train rush- 
ing along at the ratiirtk thirty miles an 
hour, I would at shoti itdervals hear a 
ninllled snoit from tho luonsier nt the 
other end of tlie car, and then feel a gi- 
giiiitic foot shoviiii; aiiainst me, or the end 
of liii? trunk passing iu<|Uisitively over my 
face. Then 1 would jump up and yell to 
the keeper, with energetic kicks to oui- 
l)liasize niy reinark.s. 

" 'Here, yon — wake upl That infernal 
elephant i.-i going tii trample n.s to dc.'itli!" 

"The druiilicu keejicr would get to his 
feet, swear, uive !!;iniboi) an niiineiciriil 
proddinu with his fork, the great brute 
would lie down and cry, and we would 
have jic'iicc. 

"'I'liis scene, Willi variations, Is what 
happened all the way from (Jhicatjo to 
New York. I wasn't trampled to death 
by the elephant; why I was not I do not 
know. 

"About dayllsht we were iu the vicinity 
of Krie, I'a. Here llamlioo took cogni- 
z.ance of his sin-roundings in a disagree- 
able way. I!lc[)liaiit cars, be it under- 
stood, are specially l)uilt and litteil for tho 
transportatiou of these brutes, and the 
oar in which wo llrst ombarl;ed was not 
of this kind. It was not liigli cnonijli imr 
strong enongh. When tho vicious l)nito 
had thoroughly sntislled himself of these 
facts, he ruse up out of the liay. arched 
his ugly bat'k, and burst the whole top of 
the car out. 

"We stopped nt Erie. There was loud 
swearing and clamor by the railroad men 
for compensiition for tho diimago. I. told' 
them to -send their bill to the KiraH^', 
and, In the meantime, if they didn't want 
tlie elephant on their hands to take care 
of, they had better help me get him to 
Boston as fast as possible. They took a 
look at Bamboo, observed his Ticlons eye, 
and said they guessed that was so. 

"We arrived at Buffalo. A necessity 
of the trip was a change of cars at this 
point. The elephant hod been well fed 
and well watered, and might have had 
the decency to behave himself. The 
keeper got him out of the wrecked car in 
good shape and started him for hia/new 
quarters in the waiting train^T^^, A'' groat 
pile of blackberry crates was near ,'^bnt not 
at all in the way. May I be 'blamed' if 
that devilish brute didn't make' 46r . them 
and destroy twenty-fotu" full crates before 
the keeper could restrain him. 

"Well, everybody knows the law about 
elephants and other wild beasts. I had 
to settle for the blackberries on tho spot, 
and a largo hole it made in my tJUO. 

"The most dangerous and laborious in- 
cident of our trip would not have hap- 
pened but for the fact that when Mio 
keeper was sober ho would smoke a pijie. 
His smoking set the hay allre near Syra- 
cuse, and before It was discovered the car 
was HUed with smoke, tho elephant was 
snorting and trumpeting, and we couldn't 
stamp out the fire. 

"■\Ve had two buckets. I runhcd with 
tliem through the baggiigo car, over the 
tender, got the flrenian iu the c;il) to fill 
t liem, and ran back with them to our car. 
Thi.s feat, half a dozen times repeated, 
with the train going at express speed, was 
nil small task. The keeper took the jiails 
nt the door of our car and dou.sed tlie 
burning hay with the water. Simple 
business, you would say, to put out such 
u fire that way. So it would bavo liceit 
but for that elephant. He came near 
ci-tting us and himself btinied up to- 
!;i-llierf for about every second he would 
:-\viug his trunk around, overset tlie ptiila 
and ypill the wuter anywhere but on the 
lire. I have heard something of tho in- 
telligence of the elephant; this fellow was 
in IV panic until wo got that Are out. 

"One Sunday morning we unloaded at 
the Grand Central station in Kew York, 
iind getting into Broadway, marched tri- 
umphantly down. Of my $60 I had left 
$l.!jO. Bamboo had eaten up and de- 
stroyed more than $50 worth. Tho keeper 
was gloriously drunk; but we had passed 
the larger part of tho journey, we had but 
one stage more, and I had high hopes of 
getting into Boston Tuesday morning at 
tho furthest, 

"With much trouble we got the brute 
quartered In a barn on Crosby street. We 
slept with him, and ate cold junk for 
twenty-four hours. When wo marched 
aboard tho sound steamer with Bamboo 
tho nu.\t day my .^l.fiO was gone, and tho 
keeper and I bad left our co.'its .as security 
for the elephant's boartl. \'et I jjreaumo 
the crowd on the stcaruer tliunght it the 
correct thing for gentlemen in care of an

Then, as waists became a 
lH:riiiancnt fashion the loojis were disused 
and tlie buttons, instead of being dis- 
carded, were simply moved a little farther 
back: here they attached to a new useful- 
ness in supporliiitr the sword belt. Now 
that sword belts are no longer worn, the.se 
two buttons seem merely a meaningless 
excrescence. The very shape of the dress 
coat, which has been so much and so 
often ridiculed, is r.ot an arbitrary fashion, 
Init a natural development. 

.Starting from the very amjile sfpiare 
skirted coat of the chise of the Se\en-

intioJucci iliat lie l.iijr.elf did not 

buliove in it. He would leave himself in 
the liatida of the liouse, and h id i \ ny 
coiifiLU-nce tliat they would, exoni rat" iiim 
from the ridiculous char-.;e of treason 
which ha l lieeii I'rel'i'rreil :i!;ainst him. 
(Loud find apjiroving applause.) 

Mr. Fry said ho felt it incumbent :upon 
him to address tho house upon the resolu- 
tion iiiiw before it. Patience is a virtue, 
but it lia.s its liiuilH. lie had .sat patiently 
listening to and paying jiarticnlar atten- 
tion to the tactics of tho uieiuburs of the 
opposition, and he could only arrive at 
the conclusion that their tactics were those 
of delay — or in other words, obstruction. 
When he was summoned to tho legisla- 
ture liy circular it was for the dispatch of 
busiiie.Hs, but every is.sue li.-nl been 
br-. light into play to whirk this, ami iiuy- 
thiie.; :ind eveiytliiii.L; was and ba > heeii 
re.soi ced to as a peg to hang a gricvaiicii 
up '11. He wont into the liou.'e pi ifuctly 
free .lud uutiammclled by any ploiI^e;i cui 
his part, although ho had promised to 
give a iair and eoiisislont supp,>i t to the 
present Sfovcrninent as long as tho policy 
inaUL'ur.itcd by the '.ito pi( iniji', the 
Hon.' Mr. Si.iithe, for \\Iioiii a;,.l for 
whoso policy ho had alwaj s entertained 
the greacest respect, was carried out in its 
integrity. This policy was one of expan- 
sion, not restriction. It was that every 
resource of tho country should bo en- 
couraged and opened uj). The members 
of the oi)po8ition, and espocinlly the leader 
thereof and tlie member for Ooiuox, desire 
to pose bof(u-o the country as pjitriots, in 
fact thoir patriotism is so pure that they 
shudder at being compelled to sit in coun- 
cil with what they are plcHsod to term 
"traitors and emigration agonts." Now 
with all due deference, ho waa afraid tho 
hon. gentleman's patriotism waa rather a 
desiro for tho sweets of o'ffice. 

"They havo been thoro and still would go. 
It is a littlo Heaven below." 

(Laughter.) In their desire to atttiiii this 
and every form of abuse had boon resnrtcd 
to. The government has again and again 
been denounced "as the most corrupt on 
the face of the earth," and every member 
of it but one accused of illegally 
occupying hia reapeotivo position. Now 
the charge before tho house is 
that the hon. minister of finance i.i 
and has been guilty of treasonable prac- 
tices by signing a certain letter recom- 
mending that some Indians from Jfetla- 
kahtla might bo able to seek a refuge in 
the United States. There is nothijig 
criminal in this; it is done every day by 
the highest officials. Ho himself had 
listened to remarks from a naval officer of 
high rank, none other than Admiral 
Deiunaii, when he was on this station, 
that, as a matter of fact, we must all drift 
over to tho United States ultimately, and 
that it would bo a good thing if we did, as 
it waa of no use "bucking against the 
inevitable"; and not only this, many other 
high imperial oflicers have expressed their 
miiiualilied approval of .such an event, 
shouhl it ever occur. He could not ser- 
iously undertake to combat this side issue, 
for that ia what it was. It was only drag- 
ged before the house to call it oil' the 
scent. It showed the poverty and pau- 
city of tho opposition's strength when they 
reaorted to such an iuibecile and silly 
subterfuge. (Applause.) Tlie .attack upon 
the honorable the minister of linunco was 
so identical with that ujxju tho honorable 
the president of the ccniiicil that they 
might bo taken as ono and replied to as 
such with thia differonce, that while tho 
leader of the opposition was mild, quiet 
and gentlemanly in his conduct, the lan- 
guage of the honorable membin' fnuii 
Comox waa conteiiiplibly coarse and 
vituperative, and imputed motives to the 
government supporters of such .a sellish 
sordid nature, that they could only have 
been incubated in jvn impure mind (loud 
applause.) He had always noticed that 
those men who were ever reidy to impute 
di.'ihonorablo motives to othera were the 
first to act dishonorably themselves. He 
was not going to defend the honorable 
the president of the council; he was quite 
able to take care of imself, but he would 
just statu tho facta aa far as ho know them. 
The honorable the president of the coun- 
cil, as the house was aware, is president 
of the Esquimalt & Nanaimo Railway, 
and, as such, was invited to moot other 
railvvay magnates at a certain railway 
jubilation at Poitland, Oregon. There, 
of course, ho mot tho ubiquitou.s 
and irrepressible newspaper reporter, tho 
"interviewer," who speedily getting a 
five-minutes' conversation with tho lionor- 
ablo gentleman, constructed (like a good 
reporter as he was) n very pretty and 
sensational item, not, however, strictly 
confined to truth — in fact there waa only 
a very aniall modicum of truth in it, 
which makoB it all the harder to refute, 
for, sir, aa the poet laureate says in ono 
of his poems whoro the fair fame of n 
lady had been iin])ugiied : 

"And the parson made it liia text that week, 

and lio said likowiso, 
Tlial a lie which is half a trutli is ovei' I lie 

blackest of lies— 
That iL lie which is all a lie may ho met and 

fouKbt outright, 
But a lio whloli Is partly a truth is a harder 

matter to fight." 

The honorable gentleman did say this, 
that if tho United States govornmont 
would take oft' tho duty on coal it would 
make a vastdifTeronce to his pocket, as ho 
had paid ?210,000 during eleven months 
iu one year. Now, ifc could be seen on 
whafc a foundation of sand the honorable 
merabera of tho Oppoaition havo built 
their charges. Ancf yet they rose as 
patriots. Why, ho should rather say that 
the attack waa one that might liave been 



expected from a venomous, vindictive 
viper who was desirous of inflicting a 
sting upon the fair fame of an honorable 
man; but the sting would recoil upon 
himself and he would find himself "hoist 
with hia own petard." It was a disgrace- 
ful attempt to blast tho reputation of two 
hcnerablu men v.'buuo patriotism wi'.s like 
the pnroty of Ca-sar's wife —above sus- 
picion. (Cheers,) 

Col. Baker said he would move in 
amendmunt to thoroaolution tho following: 
To strike out all whieh foUowa the 
name of .). H. Turner on tho first line 
down t(j and inclusive of the word "Can- 
iulii," on line four, and insult "Monibar- 
elect, representing the city of Victoria in 
tho legi.slature, mi or about the Kith No- 
vember, IHHii, before he had been sworn 
in or taken his seat as audi nimnber (in 
conjunction with others) attached his 
signature to the followiiig document." 
To strike out all the words after "op- 
pressed," on lino aixteehi'. iBxoept 16th 
November, 188(), and to add : "And, 
whereas, since the said date, viz.: on the 
8tliday of August, 1887, rhe_ said J. H. 
Turner accepted the office undt-r tho 
crown of Jt'lnanco Minister for the pro- 
vince, and thereby vacated his seat as a 
nicinbor of tho assembly. And, whereas, 
on or about the 20th August, 1887, the 
said Hon. ,1. H. Turner waa again dele- 
gated as a mombor of this assembly 
whilst lioldiiifj ollice as aforesaid,- and still 
liulds such olficc. 

"Be it, therefore, resolved, that in the 
opinion of tliis hmise the signing of the 
above document by Mr. Turner in no way 
piujudicos his iiositioii as a member of 
this houso or as a member of the crown, 
and this houae haa the fullest confidence 
in his lbyaltyJ5;^.'t--ry-'v'[;'-r ' 

Col. Baker said there was little for him 
t(j say after the explanation of the Hon 
Mr. 'lurnor himself. The charge waa an 
absurd ono — it was so jialpably a feeble 
attack that it was (luite nniiocessRry to 
u.se any argument to refute it. The Oppo- 
sition questioned the right of tho honor- 
able gentleman to have an opinion of hia 
own when he waa asked to aign the docu 
ment. Why, lack of independence waa 
whiit they were eternally claiming was 
not possessed by government menibera. 
What w.'i.s at present being done in the 
mother country ! There wero supposed 
to lie grievous wrongs in Ireland, and tho 
government was endeavoring to facilitate 
emigratiiui from Ireland to the United 
Stales, but they wero not accused of 
treason. That waa preciaely what Mr. 
Turner had endeavored to do. Thoro 
were a certain number of people who 
considered they had a grievance, and they 
liad decided to leave the province. He 
liad simply wished : them God-speed. If 
a membor of 'this Houso was not per- 
mitted to exercise his own private opin- 
ion thoro would' be very few men of inde- 
pendunce in the province who would care 
to run for the legislature. As he had be- 
fore said, the charge was absurd, and ho 
did not think -it worthy the taking up 
of the time of the House discussing it. 
(Apphiuse.) 

.Mr. Duck seconded the amendment. 
He considered the e^tplanation of Hon. 
Mr. Turner an ample reason why he 
slioulil support the amendment. 

Mr. (jrant said that Mr. Turner had 
claimed that his action would be exoner- 
ated outside this house, but ho knew that 
outside opinion was unfavorable to hini. 
Ho could ([uite understand how Mr. 
Turner had given his assent to the letter 
— he was of good even temper— and in or- 
der to oblige Mr. Duncan had signed che 
letter. W;t!i regard to the. statoment,« 
about his paper, they had simpljr con- 
demned Mr. Turiier'a action in signing 
the letter. 

Hon. Mr. Turner said that he Imd 
stated that tlie paper — Mr. Grant's paper 
— had not only charged him with treason, 
but had also found him guiltv, 

Mr. Gr^int gave voice to the high opin- 
ioti he hold for the paper which had been 
••ailed his. Ho considered it would bear 
ciuniJiui.soii with any paper published in 
the city (laughter). The government or- 
gan had kejit very quiet in this matter, 
and he thought it must Invve been because 
the action could not have boeii defended, 
"Let sleeping dogs lie" waa a good maxim 
sometimes. Ho thought Mr. 'Tumer'a ac- 
tion towards the country had been snake- 
liko, and the imputation against his paper 
would be hurled back (laughter). Mr 
( irant claimed that Jlr. Turner'a action 
was not generally known when he went 
lioforo the electors — he would have been 
defoatt^d if it had been known. Referring 
to Mr. Fi'y, ho read a few linos of dog- 
gerel he said had been received from Cow- 
ichun. He said that lion, gentleman had 
stated that he camo to the house untram- 
meled, but ho (Mr. Grant) thought that 
the reason ho was found on the govern- 
ment side was because the opposition had 
nothing to give him (goveriimont membor 
— hear, hear.) 

I Ion. Mr. Humphreys again stated his 
lack of failh in the government benches. 
He did not understand how Mr. Tumor 
could reconcile his action with the oath 
he luul taken. He considered it a most 
infainona political oU'eiiso. He contended 
that both the hon. president of the coun 
eil and the hon. finance minister had vio- 
lated their oath of office. He (Hon. H.) 
said ho had many things yet to -learn — 
and when he contrasted what ho did 
kno>v with what ho did not know — he was 
made aware how much he had yet t 
learn (bear). Ho cliargod the hon. iiiom- 
bcr for Cowiclian with joining tho govorn- 
lucnt forces from personal motives. He 
had been told by the hon. member for 
Cowichan that there had been an arrange- 
ment made with him. Inatoad of oppoa- 
in,' tho present lo.idor, as he claimed he 
would, ho now was ono of his most 
strenuous suiiportors. After giving his 
opinion on tho government moinbera and 
stating his dis.approval of the amendment 
the hon. geiitleiuan sat down. 

Hon. I\Ir. Dunsniuir said the hon. 
gentlcnian who last sat down had said 
that ho (Mr. D.) had told him (Mr. H.) 
the very words which ho had incorporated 
in his resolution. 

Jfoii. Mr. liumphreys said that he had 
made so many statements which tho hon. 
.genllonian had replied to as being utterly 
false thut ho would not reply. 

ilon. Mr. Duiismuir — Well tho house 
and country know that they are false. 
Tho hon. gentleman from Ooraox had ac- 
cused the lioD. gentleman from Cowiohan 
of accepting "bocjdlo," but ho would state 
this: When the hon. gentleman returned 
from Coniox he came to his (Mr. D's) office 
intending to get "boodle," but because he 
would not "bleed," he now sat for the op- 
posite side of the houso (sensation.) 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys asked that the 
wolds bo taken down. This being done, 
Hon. Mr. llumplireya asked if the hon. 
president of tho council meant money ^ 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir said that itwasbe- 
fora the election took place, he had come 
to his office, intending to get "boodle. " 

Hon. Mr. Humphroya said that he do- 
sired tho hon. gentleman tostoto whether 
ho meant by "boodlo" that ifc was money 
ho waa after. Ho wanted him to state ex- 
actly what ho meant. It was an attempt 
to hold him up before this house and 
tlii.4 community as endeavoring to squeeze 
money out of hiiii. Ho claimed that he 
nover wont to the office for money. Tho 
hon. nicinbor here repeated the conversa- 
tion, stating ho went to tho office for the 
purpose of asking when the Comox writ 
was to bo issued, 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir said ho never saw 
such a Jim Crow in all his life. No men- 
tion of writ was made in his office and his 
Htntement of the conversation was utterly 
false. He could toll hin a great deal 
morn, but fchere was anofcher fcime. 

There was aomo uharp crou-firing 
which Mr, Speaker said would have fco 
ceaau. 



Hon. Mr. Davie said if there was any 
one newspaper iu the province which was 
opposed to the present government it was 
the Guardian, and it stated iu an article 
tho other day , that so soon as the opposi- 
tion got a gentleman lit to lead, the pres- 
ent administration Avould be defeated. 
Hufi- was svhat ii nibid opposition organ 
thought of its present composition and 
loadorship (laughter). ■ 

Mr. Grant— What about the third 
party 1 

Hon. Mr. Davie - Well, I will tell you; 
the "third" party's numerical strength is 
the same aa that of "Brown's cows." It 
was u wcll-kiiown remark, "we will go 
home with Brown's cows" and ho pre- 
sumed everyone had heard of them. 
"Brown's cows" c(uisisted of one cow, 
and tho "third" party waa composed of 
tho hon. member for Comox (laughter). 
With regard to the resolution before them, 
ho considered that it was merely an ex- 
pression of religious opinion, and ifc was 
not necessary for him to go lengthily into 
th" matter. An hon. gentleman had a

Mr. Anderson considered that anotliti. 
dayh.id been wasted in discussing a frivolous 
resolution. Such matters as the jiresent 
were frecjuently discussed in the British 
house of commons and it was not termed 
treason. It was rather considered of 
betuifit to the country when emigration 
schemes were mooted ami carried out. 
There liad been frei|uent charges made 
against aupportcni of tho government of 
receiving consideration. He supported 
tho government, and he had yet to see the 
first red cent and did not over expect to. 
He favored the government because they 
wore progressive, and he trusted by 
judicious direction the country would 
take a bound forward during the next 
few years. 

Mr. McLeese ofiercd a few remarks. 

After a first motion had been defeated, 
Mr Orr moved another to adjourn the de- 
bate ; carried, and the house adjourned at 
six o'clock.
